Two decades have passed since a 
bar fight turned into a race riot, 
tearing up Halifax’s downtown. 

But it’s difficult to say whether 
conditions have improved for 
African Nova Scotians in the 
province’s capital in the inter¬ 
vening 20 years. 

That was the conclusion of a 
discussion last night at the North 
Branch Public Library on Gottin¬ 
gen Street, where leaders from 
the black community congre¬ 
gated to mark the anniversary of 
the riot with a panel discussion. 

“We cannot just say that 
things are getting better. Some 
things are getting better, but the 
other side of it is our communi¬ 


ties are getting further and fur¬ 
ther and further behind,” said Dr. 
Rocky Jones, an Order of Nova 
Scotia recipient and community 
leader. 

On July 18, 1991, two black 
men were jumped at an Argyle 
Street bar. According to Jones, 
once the men got back uptown, 
it didn’t take long for word to 
spread through the community 
about what had happened. 

The early-morning hours of 
July 19 brought approximately 
150 people, mostly young black 
men with some white males also, 
into the downtown. 

Jones said they were out to 
deal with racist bartenders and 
bouncers, but the events that fol¬ 
lowed expanded far beyond that 
scope. 

Fifteen people were injured in

the ensuing riot, eight people 
were arrested, and the city 
appeared on TV sets and made 
newspaper headlines across the 
country. 

Last night, several speakers 
pointed to RCMP Sgt. Craig 
Smith, a black officer who sat 
on the panel, as proof race rela¬ 
tions in Nova Scotia have 
improved — at least with the 
police. 

But all speakers stressed the 
central role of education as a 
means of furthering the cause of 
racial equality in the province.

Quebec might have the 
money to create its own 
long-gun registry, but No¬ 
va Scotia does not, says 
Premier Darrell Dexter. 

Scrapping the 16-year- 
old long-gun registry is 
now a high priority for the 
federal government. 

Quebec has expressed 
interest in creating its own 
registry, but the federal 
Conservatives have said it 
won’t help provinces with 
funding or with sharing 


information. 

And while he thinks it 
may be beneficial, a reg¬ 
istry is not a financial bur¬ 
den this province can 
shoulder, Dexter said yes¬ 
terday. 

“We simply don’t have 
the money to embark on 
costly or comprehensive 
jurisdictional areas that 
belong to the federal gov¬ 
ernment,” he said. 

Dexter said Quebec may 
be better placed to pursue 
its own long-gun registry.

Last night, Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police said shots 
were fired at two people 
inside a vehicle as they 
were driving away from a 
convenience store at 553 
Pleasant St. in

Police said the males — 
aged 21 and 18 — were 
confronted by two other 
men as they left the store 
just after 6:30 p.m. One of 
the suspects reached into 
his clothing for what the 
victims believed was a 
handgun, and so they 
sped away in their 
vehicle. 

But as they were driv¬ 
ing, police said several 
shots were fired at them, 
with multiple bullets 
striking the vehicle they 
were in. 

After driving a short 
distance, police were 
called. There were no in¬ 
juries. 

An HRP release last 
night said the 
investigation is in its ear¬ 
ly stages. They are asking 
anyone with information 
about the shooting to 
contact police or Crime 
Stoppers at 1-800-222- 
8477.

Gambling revenues in No¬ 
va Scotia have fallen 
slightly due to a rise in op¬ 
erating expenses and a 
$ 10-million drop in wa¬ 
gers, says an annual re¬ 
port released yesterday. 

The report from the 
province’s Alcohol and 
Gaming Division says total 
wagers fell to $1.42 billion 
in 2010-2011 from the 
$1.43 billion gambled the 
year before. 

Operating expenses 
went up from $70 million 
to $78 million. 

The Nova Scotia Gam¬ 
ing Corp. generated 
$141.6 million for the 
province’s coffers — about 
$11 million more than the 
NDP government budget¬ 
ed. But that’s down from 
$145.9 million the previ¬ 
ous year.

The CIA ran a phoney vac¬ 
cination program in the 
Pakistani town where 
Osama bin Laden’s family 
was believed to be living 
in an effort to obtain DNA 
evidence indicating 

whether the al-Qaida 
leader was there, the New 
York Times reported. 

An American official 
said the Pakistani doctor 
who ran the program in 
Abbottabad gained tem¬ 
porary access to the bin 
Laden compound but nev¬ 
er saw bin Laden himself 
and failed to obtain DNA 
samples from bin Laden 
family members, the 
Times reported on Mon¬ 
day. 

A team of Navy SEALs 
killed bin Laden during a 
raid in May. U.S. officials 
have said they were not 
certain bin Laden was in

the compound in Abbot¬ 
tabad when President 
Barack Obama gave the 
go-ahead for the opera¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Shalcil Afridi, who 
ran the vaccination pro¬ 
gram, has been arrested 


and held in Pakistani cus¬ 
tody because of his sus¬ 
pected collaboration with 
the U.S., the Times report¬ 
ed. 

The CIA declined to 
comment on the Times 
report when contacted by 
The Associated Press. The 
vaccination program was 
first reported by the 
Guardian newspaper of 
London. 

The bin Laden raid was 
kept secret from Pakistani 
officials, which has 
strained U.S.-Pakistan re¬ 
lations. Bin Laden’s ability 
to live for years in Abbot¬ 
tabad, where Pakistan’s 
main military academy is 
located, has led to specu¬ 
lation in the U.S. that 
some elements of the Pak¬ 
istani government knew 
of his whereabouts.

The cozy relationship that 
Rupert Murdoch long en¬ 
joyed with the British polit¬ 
ical establishment came to 
an abrupt end yesterday, 
just as he needed it to com¬ 
plete one of his biggest me¬ 
dia buys ever. 

The billionaire, tainted 
by a cellphone hacking 
scandal at one of his news¬ 
papers, suddenly faces stiff 
government opposition to 
his bid for total control of a 
much more lucrative prop¬ 
erty: the satellite British 
Sky Broadcasting company. 

The news came in a 
stunning announcement 
from Prime Minister David 
Cameron that the govern¬ 
ment will support an oppo¬ 
sition motion calling on 
Murdoch and his News 
Corp. to withdraw the $12 
billion US bid for BSkyB.

METR0 Chloe, has been bugging me 

for years to coach her house-league 
soccer team. I remember how cool it was 
when my dad coached me at soccer as a 
kid, so I finally stepped up this spring 
and volunteered, having no real idea of 
■ what the heck I was getting myself into 
I — or the learning curve involved. 

One of my biggest fears, other than the time 
involved, was this: You take an ultra-competitive guy 
who played all-star soccer growing up and put him in 
charge of a bunch of nine-year-old girls at different skill 
levels and you just don’t know what you’re going to get. 

My wife has been like, “Well, you’re not here to teach 
them how to win; you’re here to let them have fun, ex¬ 
ercise, develop some skills.” But I’m like, “I know it’s 
house league, but, well, I just hate losing. At anything. 
Period. How can I just turn off my competitive nature? 
Let’s bend it like Beckham!” 

Somehow, I have tried to repress that competitive 
side.

I do my best to be fair 
with all the girls. I divvy up 
playing time and allow 
them to tiy different posi¬ 
tions and develop at their 
own pace. If a more skilled 
forward scores a goal, I will 
(while biting my tongue) 
sometimes move them 
back to midfield or defence 
or sub them out just to 
prove it’s not all about win¬ 
ning. 

I have also learned to 
navigate other coaching du¬ 
ties: What parents bring 
snacks each week, huge 
storms that blow in out of 
nowhere where you have 
to yell at the teenage refer¬ 
ee “Stop the game early! 
Pull the kids off the field!” 
and the delicate balance of 
coaching your daughter and not playing favouritism. 

The ultimate goal about coaching at this level, I’m 
learning, is to empower these girls. To encourage and in¬ 
stil confidence in them at this vital life stage while also 
just letting them have fun. If we happen to win the 
game, too, that’s gravy. (That said, if we’re up 2-1 with 
minutes to go, I might put my best defenders back 
there, but shhhhh.) 

My daughter loves that daddy is the coach. And daddy 
pretty much loves doing it, though there are moments 
after a long work day where he would rather just kick 
back than gather all the soccer balls and game sheets 
and water bottles and drive to a soccer field to coach on 
a sweltering summer evening. 

The long and the short is this: To the thousands of 
dads and moms across Canada who volunteer their time 
each week coaching teams — I’m starting to get it now. 
You guys are awesome. See you at indoor soccer.

Schools and hospitals 
were designated by the 
UN Security Council yes¬ 
terday as safe havens for 
children threatened by 
war. 

Led by visiting 
German Foreign Minis¬ 
ter Guido Westerwelle, 
the council voted unani¬ 
mously yesterday to 
have the UN chief 
“name and shame” 
national security forces 
and other armed groups 
that target schools and 
hospitals in conflicts, of¬ 
ten killing, maiming or 
sexually violating 
children. The resolution, 
spearheaded by 
Germany, also called on 
all countries to take ac¬ 
tion to help stop the 
growing practice. 

“Because children are 
veiy often the first 
victims of violence and 
conflict, we must do 
what we can to protect 
them,” Westerwelle said. 

Jo Becker, advocacy 
director for children’s 
rights at Human Rights 
Watch, said a UN black¬ 
list of groups 
responsible for school 
and hospital attacks 
could have “a real 
impact.” 

“What this does is 
puts them on notice,” 
Becker said. “It stigma¬ 
tizes them.”

Honey spill

Cleanup crews in Island Park, 
Idaho, found themselves in a 
sticky situation after clearing 
honey and an estimated 14 
million bees that got loose af¬ 
ter a delivery truck 
overturned on a highway.

Foggy Alcatraz by night 

O Touring this former prison by night is ‘kind of eerie with the fog and lights’ says a visitor 
O Off-limit areas including the dungeon and hospital are free to roam about when its dark 



When night fell on The 
Rock in San Francisco Bay, 
visitors moved shadow-lilce 
through the former 
prison’s lantern-lit hospital 
rooms, against dingy walls 
with peeling blue paint. 

A hard wind whooshed 
and rattled a window in the 
hospital cell where Robert 
Stroud, The Birdman of Al¬ 
catraz, spent 11 of his 17 
years at the dankest, hard¬ 
est federal prison in the 
U.S. 

Yet most of the more 
than one million tourists 
who visit the famous for¬ 
mer prison annually never 
get to experience Alcatraz 
Island at night or see its 
spooky, decrepit hospital — 
experiences unique to the 
night tour. 

At dusk the island prison 
that housed some of the na¬ 
tion’s most notorious crimi¬ 
nals — including A1 Capone 
and the recently rearrested 
James (Whitey) Bulger, who 
was on The Rock for bank 
robbeiy from 1959 to 1963 
— is often enshrouded by 
fog. Lamps on the grounds 
emit a ghostly glow. 

The difference from the 
daytime tour is apparent. 
The ferry from San Francis¬ 
co motors slowly around 
the isle, passing decrepit 
buildings surrounded by Al¬

catraz’s new residents: 
black Brandt’s cormorants, 
western gulls and the other 
birds at home there since 
U.S. Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy shuttered 
the prison in 1963. 

“This is a little eerie,” 
said Gerard Lang, 28, who 
was visiting from Coving¬ 
ton, Ky. “You kind of feel 
like you’re heading to 
prison yourself.” 

Visitors begin a winding 
ascent past the prison’s offi¬ 
cial sign, where a faded “In¬ 
dians Welcome” is still 
visible, remnants of the Na¬ 
tive American occupation 
of the island from 1969 to 
1971. The island became a 
national park in 1972. 


Passing the guano- and 
rust-covered buildings that 
once housed the families of 
prison guards, the park’s 
employees tell in gripping 
detail a failed Friday the 
13th, 1939, escape attempt. 

Once inside the prison, 
the audio tour features sto¬ 
ries from ex-inmates and 
former prison guards in 
their own voices. 

The tour leads visitors 


through D Block, or solitary 
confinement, where you 
can stand inside a dark cell 
and listen to the voices of 
inmates. You can sense the 
isolation, the desperation. 

On the ride back to 
shore, San Francisco’s sky¬ 
line glowed through the 
evening fog and many re¬ 
marked on the unique 
evening spent on Alcatraz.

An intern’s insight

During my three year Pub¬ 
lic Relations Advanced 
Diploma program at Hum¬ 
ber College, we were re¬ 
quired to complete a 
15-weelc internship in order 
to graduate. 

The process of finding an 
internship while in school 
was made easier as we had 
an online portal where em¬ 
ployers could post opportu¬ 
nities that we could apply 
for. 

I managed to get an in¬ 
ternship at a start-up com¬ 
pany and received an 
honorarium of $100 a 
month. 

However, as the compa¬ 
ny was small, they didn’t 
have the funding for me to 
stay on as a full-time em¬ 
ployee. While I was still in¬ 
terning, my supervisor was 
amazing at reaching out to 
her contacts to help me 
find a job. 

I also utilized many on¬ 
line tools for my job search, 
including Twitter, job 
search engines and email. I 
emailed as many public re¬ 
lations agencies as I could, 
briefly explaining my expe¬ 
rience and how I could fit 
in with their company. 


What I learned 


Key take-aways from 
Emily’s experience: 

► Build a network of 
contacts by attending 
events and meeting new 
people. Bring along 
personal business cards to 
show others that you're 
prepared and serious 
about the job hunt. 

► Internships are a great way 
to develop new skills and 
test different work 
environments. With one or 
two internships under 
your belt, you'll be more 
ready for the work world 
when you start searching 
for entry-level positions. 

During this process, I 
learned how important it is 
to customize your cover let¬ 
ter and objective to the spe¬ 
cific place you are applying. 
It’s also crucial to double 
and triple check for correct 
names and spelling. 

In the end I saw a post¬ 
ing for a social media in¬ 
ternship for an online 
global publication. I sent an 
email to the social media 
manager, which included a 
brief introduction of my¬ 
self, my cover letter and my 
resume. 

I then spoke with her on 
the phone, and was offered 
an interview at the Toronto 


office. Thankfully, I’m a 
people person and I don’t 
get shy when it comes to 
talking about career related 
topics. After leaving the in¬ 
terview feeling confident, I 
was later offered the in¬ 
ternship. 

I think it’s important to 
do at least one or two in¬ 
ternships before searching 
for entry-level careers. In¬ 
ternships give you a chance 
to develop your skills and 
get a better understanding 
of the work environments 
that you enjoy (or don’t en- 
joy!)- 

Another plus of intern¬ 
ships is, depending on the 
impression you leave and 
the size of the company, 
you may be offered a job af¬ 
ter your placement. 

I think the greatest piece 
of advice I could give to stu¬ 
dents looking to land their 


own internships, would be 
to network and volunteer 
as much as you can while in 
school. 

It’s so important to build 
a network of contacts and 
connections. If you’re will¬ 
ing to take time out of your 
busy schedule to do volun¬ 
teer work, the people you 
are volunteering for may be 
inclined to provide a valu¬ 
able reference for you 
down the road. 

A great way to network 
is to attend events and real¬ 
ly put yourself out there. 
Take along some personal 
business cards that include 
your Twitter handle or your 
Linlcedln URL (if you’re ac¬ 
tive on those sites).

So what’s the deal with 
this Nathan MacKinnon 
kid, anyway? 

The 15-year-old Cole 
Harbour native is expected 
to officially become a 
member of the Halifax 
Mooseheads this morning 
in a blockbuster trade with 
the Baie-Comeau Drakkar. 

And those who have yet 
to see MacKinnon play 
have got to be wondering 
what all the fuss is about. 

The fuss is about the No. 
1 overall pick in the QMJHL 
draft and a five-foot-11, 
170-pound centre who The 
Hockey News has already 
pegged as a top-five 
prospect for the 2013 NHL 
draft. 

“When he’s busting 
down the wing, you don’t 
have to be a hockey fan to 
know something special’s 
going on, that he’s a little 
better than anyone else,” 
said Troy Ryan, MacKin¬ 
non’s assistant coach at the 
Canada Winter Games. 
“You can hear it in the 
sound of the crowd.” 

MacKinnon, who is com¬ 
ing off a 39-goal, 85-point 
season at Shattuclc St.- 
Mary’s prep school in the 
state of Minnesota, was 


sensational at the Canada 
Games, finishing the sev¬ 
en-game tournament with 
eight goals and three as¬ 
sists. 

“He’s a veiy dynamic 
and explosive hockey play¬ 
er,” said former Moose- 
heads associate coach 
Chris Donnelly, who was 
MacKinnon’s head coach at 
the Games. 

“He only needs two or 
three steps and he’s at full 
flight ... He’s not afraid to 
get in the dirty areas and 
he plays with an edge.” 

Ryan said MacKinnon 
“lurks around like a shark” 
in the offensive zone. 

“He wants the puck on 
his stick, he wants to be 
the guy that either suc¬ 
ceeds or fails,” Ryan said. 

Nobody wants to put un¬ 
fair expectations on MacK¬ 
innon as a QMJHL rookie, 
and his linemates and ice 
time will in part dictate his 
point total. But his hard¬ 
working style is unlikely to 
disappoint, Donnelly said. 

“He’s a guy who won’t 
cheat the fans one dime in 
the way he plays,” Donnel¬ 
ly said. “He’s going to be a 
fan favourite because of 
the charisma he brings and 
the style of game he plays 
... and he will be a team- 
first guy, there’s no ques¬ 
tion about it.”

What Owners Like 

Tiguan owners typically 
rave about sporty ride and 
handling characteristics, 
impeccable fit and finish, 
classy styling, and a long list 




of bells and whistles. 

Small car driving man¬ 
ners and manoeuvrability 
are also highly rated. 

What Owners Dislike 

Complaints of the Tiguan 
tend to be centred around 
minor interior rattles as the 
vehicle ages, as well as its 
requirement to run on pre¬ 
mium gas. 

Some owners wish for 


better gas mileage, and 
many complain of limited 
cargo space in the back. 

Common Issues 

Start a test-drive of the 
Tiguan with a full check of 
all interior electronics — in¬ 
cluding the power/heated 
seats, navigation system 
and all lights. 

A few owners have re¬ 
ported having transmis¬ 


sions replaced under war¬ 
ranty, and others note a 
strange and intermittent 
“thump” as the vehicle 
comes to a stop in traffic. 

Information on Tiguan 
transmission issues is 
scarce, but if the automatic 
gearbox in the unit you’re 
considering exhibits any 
unwelcomed behaviour, be 
sure to have it checked out. 

Note that any sputtering 


or “lumpiness” in accelera¬ 
tion could be caused by a 
bad engine sensor or igni¬ 
tion coil packs, and that 
any check engine lights 
should be investigated by a 
trained VW mechanic. 

Finally, check the floor 
carpeting, especially 

around the front footwells 
for signs of moisture, 
which could indicate a 
clogged or pinched-off sun¬ 
roof drainage tube. 

The Verdict 

Tiguan will command a 
price premium for its pur¬ 
chase and operating costs, 
though most owners agree 
that the upscale driving ex¬ 
perience and sporty per¬ 
formance more than 
compensate.

A few years back 
certain automakers 
were really big into 
leasing. Then they 
dropped it like a hot 
potato salad. Yes, very 
messy. 

n an effort to get 
business by 
establishing lower 
and lower monthly 
lease payments, 
many automakers 
set way too optimistic 
lease-end residual prices. 

These vehicles then 
flooded the used market 
and over-supply conditions 
further decreased their al¬ 
ready unreahstic values. 

Net result: automakers 
and lessors had to suck up 
the difference, and suffered 
huge losses in their leasing 
portfolios. Grumpy faces ah 
around. 

They’re not going to do 
that again. Oh wait, they 
might be... Yes, Chrysler 
and GM are back into leas¬ 
ing. And other automakers 
that significantly scaled 
back their leasing efforts, 
like Ford, are now scahng 
back up. 


Well leasing is back, but 
you can be sure that au¬ 
tomakers have learned 
valuable lessons. Leasing is 
different now. 

Generally, automakers 
will now be more selective 
on which models they offer 
leasing programs on, and 
will have self-imposed lim¬ 
its on their overall leasing 
penetration. Ford, for in¬ 
stance, wants to keep it 
around 10 per cent of their 
overall sales. 

Luxuiy makes have 
more pressure to lease — 
their affluent customers 
like to, and can afford to, 
get into new vehicles more 
often, and leasing is a great 
no-fuss no-muss way to get 
that done. If you’re always 
driving a relatively new ve¬ 
hicle it’s going to be expen¬ 
sive, no matter which 
financing method you use. 

Which brings us back to 
an essential point of leasing 
— leasing is not for every¬ 


one. In the previous era, 
many customers were mes¬ 
merized by those lower- 
then-low monthly 

payments, and then found 
out the hard way, that it 
didn’t suit their budget, 
needs or lifestyle. If they 
didn’t look after the vehicle 
properly and/or drove it a 
ton, they got stung at lease 
end with excessive kilome¬ 
tre and “wear and tear” 
charges. 

By adhering to more re¬ 
alistic residual (or end-of- 
lease) values, leasing offers 
are better structured than 
they were in the past, but 
lost the clear-cut cost ad¬ 
vantage they previously 
held over their main com¬ 
petitor — a financed car 
loan. But automakers still 
use attractive lease rates to 
move certain models, so 
good leases deals are out 
there. 

Do some reading before 
you go lease happy. The 


Canadian Automobile Deal¬ 
ers Association (CADA) has 
published a useful docu¬ 
ment called, Turning the 
Lights on Leasing, which is 
accessible on its website 
(cada.ca). 

Another resource is the 
software application, Ex¬ 
pert Lease Pro, available at 
leasetips.com. 

I asked publisher, 
Charles Hart, what is the 
most misunderstood aspect 
of leasing, by consumers? 

“That it’s a legal con¬ 
tract,” said Hart. “You’re en¬ 
tering into a legal contract. 
Not just taking a loan and 
then purchasing some¬ 
thing. Distinct difference... 
Like any contract, you need 
to read it and understand it, 
before you enter into it.” 

And once you’re in, be 
prepared to go the distance. 

Hart noted you could 
prematurely end a lease. 

“But it’s painful and ex¬ 
pensive.” 



Lowly dandelion 
could be Ford’s 
next breakthrough

The next time you’re curs¬ 
ing dandelions as you’re 
digging them out of your 
lawn, try not to be so hard 
on them: they might be 
part of your car someday. 

Ford has partnered with 
Ohio State University’s agri¬ 
cultural research depart¬ 
ment to see if the milky sap 
in dandelion roots can be 
used in place of latex to 
make rubber for vehicle 
parts. 

“I believe oil will become 
more scarce and we need to 
look at alternative materi¬ 
als that we can grow in this 
country,” says Debbie 
Mielewski, technical leader 
of plastics research for Ford 
in Michigan. 

“We use a lot of synthet¬ 
ic rubber and it’s made 
from petroleum. Rubber is 
a natural product, but it’s 
grown in Southeast Asia. 
Transportation costs are 
getting ridiculous, the 
plants are being hit by 
blight, and they’re cutting 
down trees at a much high¬ 
er rate than they’re replac¬ 
ing them, so we don’t think 
it’s feasible long-term.” 



You’re not going to get 
rich by weeding and selling 
the result. In order to get 
enough sap from each 
plant, the dandelions being 
studied are a special strain 
that’s native to Russia. 

“These roots are enor¬ 
mous compared to those in 
our regular dandelions 
here,” Mielewski says. 

“They were looking at it 
during World War Two as a 
local source of rubber be¬ 
cause nothing was shipping 
in, but research stopped af¬ 
ter the war ended. In the 
last few years, Ohio State 
started to look at it to see if 
we can grow it here as a 
natural source of rubber.” 

The dandelions are har¬ 
vested, dried, and their 
roots snapped open to ob¬ 
tain the sap. In testing, it’s 
being used the same way as 
natural latex to form rub¬ 
ber. Even if the weeds have 
potential, Mielewski warns 
that it will take years before 
the product actually comes 
to market.
